7 EDUCATION THAT ENTERSINTO AN AGREEMENT WITH A COMMUNITY COLLEGE IN
8 THISSECTION MAY OPERATE IN THE STATE WITHOUT A CERTIFICATE OF APPROVAL
9 FROM THE MARYLAND HIGHER EDUCATION COMMISSION UNDER § 11-202 OF THIS

10 ARTICLE.
